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Five Amendments Are te. | 
Be Considered July 11th; 


Two Are Reviewed Here 


There are five proposed Amend- 
ments to our State Constitution 
which will be voted on at the 
special election to be held July 11, 

The Legislature yoted over- 
Whelmingly to submit these amend- 
ments to the people of Alabama 
because they belieyed in them and 
in the objectives which will be 
accomplished by their adoption, 

An explanation is in order so 
that the people of the State will 
have in mind the exact purposes 
to be accomplished by these 
amendments, 

Amendment No, 1 

Amendment No, 1 permits the 
Legislature, by law, to make it 
possible for any person charged 
with a felony, except in capital 
cases, to enter a plea of guilty and 
begin serving his sentence without 
awaiting a grand jury indictment. 
Under the present system there 
are always many persons lying in 
jail awaiting the next session of 
the grand juries, since under our 
law now in effect there must be 
& grand jury indictment before 
uny plea of guilty can be taken, 
These prisoners are placed in un- 
necessary hardship, and the public, 
of course, bears the costs of their 
long confinement, After the stay 
in jail awaiting indictment, they 
are not given credit for the period 
they have lain in Jail, but start 
f£erving the full term of whatever 
sentence is given them, 

The Amendment would do away 
with this unnecessary waiting pe- 
riod, thereby making the system 
rnore humane and preventing a 
needless expense to our people. 

In order that there may be no 
possible abuse, through coercion 
of persons charged with crime, the 
Amendment specifically. provides 
that no plea of guilty can be en- 
tered within fifteen days after ar- 
rest and then only after counsel 
has been selected by the prisoner 
or appointed by the court. The 
rights of persons wishing to plead 
not guilty would in no way be 
effected, but grand jury sessions 
with their attendant expense 
would be substantially shortened 
and further savings would be ac- 
complished in reduction of the ex- 
pense of subpoenaing witnesses. 

There is no possible logical ar- 
gument against the Amendment. 
Its adoption would mean more 
treatment of prisoners 
ond a savings to the people of 
the State. 

Amendment No, 2 

Amendment No, 2 is the so-call- 
ed Pardon, Probation, and Parole 
Amendment, Under the present 
law all power with reference to 
pardons and paroles, commutation 
of death sentences and reprieves, 
is vested in the Governor of Ala- 
bama, There are certain cases in 
which he must ask the advice of 
8 statutory pardon and parole 
board consisting of the Attorney 
General, the Secretary of State, 
end the State Auditor, but he is 
not in any way bound by their 
decision, and the burden of the 
final decision rests on him, The 
effect of this, in view of the large 
number of persons in our peniten- 
tiaries, is to place a burden on the 
shoulders of the Governor which 
renders it impossible for him to 
see to it that the pardon and pa- 
role system is fairly administered 
without taking up such a large 
percentage of his time that he is 
unable to perform many of the 
other duties on his shoulders, 

Under the present system, fur- 
thermore, there is no provision for 


moving from the Guvernor all pow- 
er except to reprieve or commute 
Sentences in cases involving the 
death penalty, and to create a 
hon-political pardon board to as- 
Sume the functions removed from 
the Governor, It also permits the 
Legislature to pass legislation au- 
thovizing trial judges to suspend 
sentences and place prisoners on 
probation, 

Under this Amendment the Leg- 
islature has the power to install 
in Alabama a@ modern pardon, pro- 
bation and parole system, Hn- 
abling legislation will be propos- 
ed in the July session setting up, 
as heretofore stated, an all-time 
State parole board composed of 
three full time members, who will 
he charged with the duty of classi- 
fying all prisoners, make careful 
Studies of their environment and 
background and the possibility of 
their reclamation, with the duty 
of releasing those who should be 
released and retaining in prison 
those who should be retained, sub- 
ject, of course, to the terms of 
the sentences, The prison load of 
*,600 prisoners makes necessary 
a three-man board. ‘The system, 
which was recommended by the 
Federal Government, removes the 
granting of paroles from politics, 
restores fairness and humanity 
into the treatment of those pris- 
oners who are confined in peniten- 
tiaries, and will mean a new day 
in the Alabama penal system. It 
makes it possible for each case 
lo be studied and analyzed by spe- 
Cialists, as contrasted with the 
present political system, removing 
an impossible burden from the 
shoulders of the Governor, Inci- 
centally, it also prevents the use 
of the pardon and parole power 
toward building a political ma- 
chine and forever does away with 
the parole racket in our State, 

Investigation shows beyond ques- 
tion that where paroling is done 
only after proper classification and 
investigation, and the parolee is 
placed under proper supervision, 
only 34% per cent of prisoners on 
parole commit other crimes and 
are later returned to prison. Un- 
der the indiscriminate haphazard 
system now in effect in Alabama, 
of parole without classification or 
supervision, as a natural result, a 
large percentage are returned for 
additional crimes. 

The enabling act setting up the 
State parole board will provide 
for a force of trained employees, 
paid by the State, and operating 
under orders of the State Depart- 
ment of Corrections and Institu- 
tions, to furnish adequate super- 
vision for parolees, and to ussist 
the Circuit Courts in probation 
work, 

Probation, which is an entirely 
different thing from parole, will, 
under the enabling acts, be placed 
under the judges of the Circuit 
Courts, assisted by trained proba- 
tion officers subject to their orders, 

One alarming feature of our 
prison system is that about 80 per 
cent of our prison population con- 
sists of first offenders, and about 
17 per cent are under the age of 
twenty-one years. To give the 
exact figures, of the 5,884 prison- 
ers serving sentences for felonies 
at the beginning of the present 
fiscal year, 1,023, or 17 per cent, 
were under twenty-one and in the 
preceding year, of the 2,277 pris- 
oners committed for felonies, 489, 
or 21 per cent, were minors at the 
time of conviction. In addition to 
the 5,884 serving sentences for fel- 


probation or suspension of sentence 
and so each person convicted, 
whether first offender or hardened 
criminal, must go to the peniten- 
tiary to serve his sentence, There

ecners serving misdemeanor gsen- 
tences at the State prison camps.

tem the prison population of Ala- 
bama has become far larger than 
it should be and far larger than 
it is in comparable States, 

The Amendment simply permits

CORN SELLS HIGH WHEN FED 
TO HENS, 4-H RECORDS SHOW 


Seven poultry demonstrators in 
the county who are keeping defi- 
nite records on small flocks of 
hens show that they can sell corn 
for over $2 per bushel during’ the 
month of May by feeding it to 
hens, These flocks range in num- 
bers from 45 to 90 hens each, 

The following is a report of the 
Summary for all seven flocks, 
which consist of a total of 446 
hens, for the month of May: Total 
No, of eggs, 8,904; eggs per bird, 
19,96; total feed cost, $62.93; feed 
cost per dozen eggs, $.08; selling’ 
price per dozen, $.19; total value 
of eggs produced, $141.45; return 
wbove feed cost, $78.52, 

Hayes Deal, 4-H boy of Zion 
Chapel club, owns 57 of the above 
hens, and reports a profit above 
feed cost for last month of $10.49, 
according to J, B, Washington, as- 
sistant county agent. ‘This flock 
started production last Septem- 
ber. Hayes says he has already 
made a profit of $95.00 on this 
small flock of hens. He has rais- 
ed 50 more pullets this spring 
which will begin to lay in Septem- 
ber of this year, Hayes buys only 
one-fourth of his feed by using 
corn, corn meal and mash sup- 
plement,

The average family in Cotfee 
County is not canning enough veg- 
olables, fruits, and meats to sup- 
piy their needs, 

In case & person does not like 
i certain vegetable or does not 
have the amount of products to 
can as set up in the budget, some 
other product may be substituted, 
The figures are given you for a 
guide to go by in making your 
selections and also to provide a 
well-balanced diet, 

The following budget is a mini- 
mum number of cans for a fam- 
ily a five: 

Tomatoes, 100 quarts, 

String beans, 50 quarts, 

Lima beans, 20 quarts, 

Wield peas, 25 quarts, 

Mnglish peas, 25 quarts, 

Beets, 10 quarts, 

Corn, 50 pints. 

Carrots, 20 pints, 

Okra, 20 pints, 

Squash, 10 pints, 

Soup mixture, 50 quarts, 

Berries, 50 quarts, 

Peaches, 75 quarts, 

Pears and apples, 50 quarts, 

Grapes, 5 quarts, 

Fruit juices, 50 quarts, 

Pickles, 20 quarts. 

Preserves, jellies and 

lades, 50 pints, 

Pork, 50 quarts, 

Beef, 50 quarts, 

Chicken, 10 quarts, 

A grand total of 640 quarts and 
150 pints of vegetables, fruits and 
meats are needed for one year’s 
Supply, We should can some extra 
for company and in case a bad 
crop year should follow, 

To figure a budget for a family

GOVERNOR DIXON AND UEDI- 
TORS HAVE CONFERENCE 


Along with officials and mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee 
of the Alabama Press Association, 
editors and representatives of daily 
papers of the State, The Clipper 
editor attended a conference in 
the office of Governor Frank 
Dixon on Wednesday morning of 
last week. At the conference, 
which lasted two hours, Governor 
Dixon gave a most interesting ac- 
count of accomplishments thus 
far attained during his administra- 
tion. 

The conference was informal and 
the Governor made a most inter- 
esting and impressive talk. His

Governor Dixon expressed his 
appreciation to the press of the 
State in keeping the people in- 
formed as to what is going on, 
also to a most faithful and co- 
operative legislature.

on July 11. These amendments are 
important links in the program of 
the administration and their adop- 
tion would help the State to take 
forward steps in many ways.

PAUL REVIEWS HIS LIFE 


LESSON TEXT—-Phillpplans 
21-24; 3:12-14; IL TMmothy 4:7, 8 

GOLDEN TEXT-—I have fought a good 
fight, T have finished my course, I have 
kept the faith,—II Timothy 4:7. 


1;12-14, 


Self-cxamination may be a most 
profitable experience if carried out 
in the right spirit and for a good 
purpose. It may be very hum- 
bling to look at one’s experiences 
and accomplishments in honest ap- 
praisal, but the very humility which 
js thus brought about may be the 
first step toward better things and 
may prove to be a real means of 
blessing, 

Paul, whose life we have been 
studying together for the last three 
months, made a review of his own 
life and experience in various places 
in‘ his epistles. We cannot study 
them all, but in the brief portions 
before us we find that the apostle 
had laid hold of those certainties 
without which life is largely mean- 
ingless and useless. He had found 
victory over both himself and his 
circumstances. He was perfectly 
clear about his eternal destiny. He 
had a goal toward which his life 
was directed in earnest endeavor, 
and he had in view the reward 
which was to be his when he met 
his God. What an excellent oppor- 
tunity we have to bring out the truth 
as related to ourselves on this com- 
ing Lord's Day. 

I. Living Above Circumstances 
(Phil, 1:12-14), 

Paul had been imprisoned for the 
gospel’s sake. Did that stop him? 


No, for he made the very guards 
who were assigned to watch him 
at his house the objects of his min- 
istry and they, in turn, became mis- 
sionariesyof the cross. He sought 
to win each one as he took his des- 
ignated period of guard service and 
then sent him out as a testimony to 
“the whole Praetorian guard and to 
all the rest’’ (v. 13, R. V.). What 
a consistent and glowing Christian 
life Paul must have lived day by 
day, 

Not only were some of his Chris- 
tian brethren encouraged by his ex- 
ample to preach the gospel, but we 
note in verse 15 that others, taking 
advantage of the fact that Paul was 
in prison, went out to preach just 
to show that they were as good as 
he, making their very preaching 
an expression of their envy of his 
popularity. Paul showed victory 
over circumstances by thanking 
God that the gospel was preached, 
even though it was done in a wrong 
spirit.. 

Wl. Facing Eternity With 
(Phil. 1:21, 24). 

To Paul, departure from this life 
would mean his entering into per- 
fect fellowship with Christ and un- 
limited service for Him. He there- 
fore had a strong desire to depart 
and to be with the Lord. He would 
not, however, turn away from his 
present privilege and duty. If it 
was God's will that he shoula ebide 
in the flesh, he purposed that it 
should be literally true of him that 
to live is Christ. If that be true in 
a man’s life, then it must neces- 
sarily follow that to die is gain. The 
reason men fear death is that in 
place of saying ‘‘to live is Christ," 
they say ‘to live is money," ‘‘posi-

tion,’ “‘pleasure,’’ or even ‘‘sin."’ 
Il. Pressing Toward the Goal 
(Phil, 3:12-14). 


These are the words of the man 
who possibly was the greatest Chris- 


tian and Christian worker of all 
time. Was he satisfied with him- 
self? No, the Spirit of Christ in 


him and the vision of the goal which 
he had not yet attained made him 
press on, 
The spiritually minded Christian 
has no word of commendation for 
past success, he gives Christ the 
| glory He does not permit past 
failures to hold him back, for they 
have been put under the blood. He 
is not content merely to hold his 
own, for he knows that to stand still 
is to go back. Christian friends, 
let us by God’s blessing and grace 
take a forward step today, and to- 
morrow, and the day after, that we 
may, like Paul, press on toward the 
goal to the prize of the high calling 
of God in Christ Jesus. 

Scripture speaks frequently of the 
reward which shall come to the 
faithful Christian at the close of a 


life of holiness and service for 
Christ. It {s no doubt commend- 
able that Christians do not often 


speak of their reward, for it should 
be true of every servant of Christ 
that the love of Christ should con- 
strain him, On the other hand, it 
is important that we keep before us 
the fact that at the end of the road 
there is recognition by ‘the Lord, 
the righteous Judge,’’ and that we 
may properly look forward to the 
receiving of the crown of righteous- 
ness from His hand. The life of 
the Christian has glorious meaning 
from beginning to end, yes, and on 
through all eternity!

ever, also be made at such other 
times as may be necessary, the 


opening and publication of the re- 
turns and the ascertainment and 
declaration of the results of the 


election for Governor, Lieutenant- 
Governor, Attorney General, State 
Auditor, Secretary of State, State 
Treasurer, Superintendent of Educa- 
tion and Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industries, the election of 
such officers in the event of a tie 
vote, the determination of contest- 
ed elections for such offices, the 
judging of the election returns and 
qualifications of the members of 
the Legislature, and the inaugura- 
tion of the Governor and the other 
elected State officers whose terms 
of office are concurrent with that 
of the Governor.

AUBURN, Ala.-Summer 
may be & problem to some people, 
but the smart homemaker has 
learned to make her own hat block 
and she cleans and bloeks her owa, 
says Cutherine Haynes, extension 
specialist in clothing and handle 
erat, 

Leghorns may be cleaned by 
Wwushing with mild soup suds und 
water, brushing the soap solution 
from the center of the 
the brim, Many straw hats and 
ali felts may be dry cleaned, Dark 
straws ure Cleaned by rubbing 
with a dark cloth which has been 
dipped in a solution of three parts 
of pure alcohol to one of water, 

Leghorns may be bleucted by 
using lemon juice and sulphur, 
Mix the juice of one lemon with 
two tablespoons of sulphur, Rub 
this over the hat and dry it in 
the sun, The powder brushes oft 
easily, Panama and rough straws 
may be bleached with a solution 
of one tablespoon of oxalic acid 
find one pint of cold water, ‘The 
hat is serubbed with a brush, rins- 
ed in clear water, dried quickly 
and blocked, 

Faded colors may he revived by 
using oil paints dissolved in a 
cleaning solution. The hat raust 
be soaked until the desired color 
is attained, and it must be kept 
in’ constant motion to keep the 
color from settling to the bottom, 

To stiffen hats that have been 
cleaned: Dissolve two tablespoons 
of gum arabic in a cup of boiling 
water, Chill, apply solution to 
hat with soft brush, Dry the hat 
and block, Mix paint or dye the 
color of hat with gum arabie to 


brighten color, 

Directions for blocking a hat 
are; Place crown on block and 
pull down firmly. Wet pressing 


cloth, place over crown and light- 
ly touch wet cloth with iron, Do 


rot press firm, The process is 
Steaming rather than pressing, 
team dry. After the crown is 


blocked, remove and try on,

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WOOD INDUSTRY 
SURVEY BEING MADE 


AUBURN, Ala.—A further in- 
dication that forestry is being put 
on an income basis comparable to 
other crops in the State came this 
week with the announcement by 
Rufus H, Page that an intensive 
Survey is being made of all wood 
using industries of the State, This 
survey wil be used to advise farm- 
crs of the nearest and best mar- 
ket for different kinds of trees 
“nd wood products, 

Page is now compiling the in- 
formation gathered from a State- 
wide questionnaire to county 
agents which gives the list of the 
mills, veneer plants, box factoreis 
end other wood using industries. 
As soon as this is completed he 
will write to each of the mills to 
obtain information as to the kinds 


of wood they use, the products 
manufactured, what they need 
from Alabama farmers, and the 


capacity of the plants, 

“We believe that timber and 
timber products are going to waste 
on the farms of the State simply 
because the farmer does not know 
where to sell these products,” 
Page stated. “This will be bene- 
ficial to the farmer who can go 
to the county agent, tell him 
whether he has any pine, poplar, 
gum, oak, or other kind of tim- 
ber and the agent can advise him 
where to sell it. 

“In addition to this it will fur- 
nish information on the wood in-

He spoke in Montgomery ae the 
second session of the 
County Commissioners’ convention, 
ettended by over 800 county au- 
thorities, 

The proposed paving program 
for 1939, 1940 and 1941 would cost 
over $42,000,000, he estimated, 

“Durlng the next three years,” 
Director Sherlock said, “the State 
highway system will be virtually 
niud and dust free, Those unpav- 
ed sections which are justified by 
traffic demands will, beyond doubt, 
if present plans are prosecuted, re- 
ceive the needed improvement.” 

The State highway director said 
22 Alabama counties had signed 
agreements since January 17, 1939 
—-when the new administration 
came into office—pledging partici- 
pation in 900 miles of paved roads, 

Agreements are pending with 
10 or 12 other county authorities 
for the construction of 300 miles 
of highway, he added. 

Sherlock explained that Ala- 
bama's State highway system is 
composed of 6,500 miles of road, 
of which about 3,500 are paved 
and about 900 miles under con- 
struction, 

He said the highway department 
plans to construct or reconstruct 
1,300 miles of roads and bridges

CAPONS OFFER POULTRY 
INCOME, EXPERT SAYS 


AUBURN, Ala.—One of the best 
ways to market late cockerels is 
through the capon route, states 
John E, Ivey, poultryman of the 
State extension service, 

Capons make very choice poul- 
try meat and sell for higher prices 
than cockerels. The season for 
marketing capons extends from 
November to May, The time re- 
quired to grow capons and prop- 
erly finish them for market will 
vary with the breeds and methods 
of feeding, A seven to eight 
pound capon can be produced in 
seven to eight months. 


Plymouth Rocks, Rhode Island 
Reds, New Hampshire Reds, and 
Jersey Giants make good capons. 
Capons of these breeds make the 
weights required for fancy capons 
which is eight to nine cents a 
pound on most markets, Plymouth 
Rock capons should weigh eight 
to nine pounds when finished, 
Rhode Island Reds and New Hamp- 
shire Reds should weigh seven to 
eight pounds and Jersey Giants 
eleven to twelve pounds when ma- 
tured. 

No set rule can be given as to 
the exact age or weight to capon- 
ize. This will vary with breeds 
and with strains of the same breed. 
Start caponizing some of the large 
boned more vigorous cockerels as 
soon as they can be distinguished 
from pullets or when they weigh 
& pound and a half to two pounds. 

The feed requirements and rate 
of growth of capons and cocker- 
els do not differ materially, Ca- 
pons can be grown successfully on 
grain with some protein supple- 
ment, such as milk or mash, Suc- 
culent green feed will materially 
reduce the feed cost,

question, after the system has been 
in effect for about two years, there 
will actually be 4 substantial say- 
ings in dollars and cents. But the 
meat in the cocoanut is not so 
much the large savings to be 
achieved in prison costs. It is 
the reclamation of this large per- 
centage of our prison population 
and their restoration to useful cit- 
izenship. 

The large percentage of young 
first offenders in prisons or peni- 
tentiaries is unquestionably due to 
the fact that Alabama has no 
adult probation system. We are 
one of only three States in the 
United States without such a sys- 
tem, Florida and Nevada being the 
other two. Furthermore, our pris- 
on population is completely out of 
line with other comparable States. 
Mississippi, with a population of 
two million people, has a prison 
population of about 2,600. Tennes- 
see, with a population close to 
our own, has a prison population 
of not more than one-half of ours. 
Pennsylvania, with a population 
of over nine million people, has a 
prison. population of 6,000. In- 
stances could be multiplied, Ala- 
tama, with a population of ap- 
proximately three million, has a 
prison population of 7,600, On the 
face of it, our State is completely 
cut of line. The adoption of 
Amendment No, 2 will enable our 
Legislature to cure this miserable 
situation, 

Unless the Amendment is adopt- 
€d, beyond any question there will 
be needed in the immediate future 
large expenditures for the increase 
of prisons. They are desperately 
over-crowded today, the first of- 
fender and the confirmed criminal 
jammed together behind the same 
walls, Whatever may be the abili- 
ty of the Administrator and execu- 
tives in charge of our prison sys- 
tem, they are nearly helpless under 
present conditions, Alabama must 
pot tolerate further this impossible 
situation, 

The plans which are being pre- 
sented have been carefully studied 
by leading experts on penal sys- 
tems throughout the country. The 
Federal Government has been call- 
ed in to help us, and their recom- 
mendations in large part adopted. | &

School Mass Meeting Has 
Been Called For July 14; 
New Building In Prospect 


A mass meeting of school pa- 
trons, property owners, and all 
citizens of Elba interested in the 
schools of the city has been called 
for Friday night, July 14, at eight 
o'clock at the High School audito- 
rium, ‘The call for the meeting 
was issued by the City Board of 
Education Tuesday afternoon and 
i: is desired that every man and 
woman in the Elba school terri- 
tory be present, 

The citizens of Biba have with- 
in their grasp a new and modern 
$30,000 to $35,000 elementary 
school building to replace the old 
40-year-old building now in use, 
which has been a menace to the 
lives of school children in the low- 
er grades for many years, 

However, in order to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity that 
is being offered for this fine new 
building without any cost to the 
city, it will be necessary to make 
some change in the present sys- 
tem of administration, The schools 
will have to be put under super- 
vision of the Coffee County Board 
of Education. This change can 
be easily made without disadvan- 
tage to the school system, if the 
people of Elba desire such a 
change, 

“For several momhs, discussion 
of the school building situation 
has been heard at frequent inter- 
vals, and those interested have 
collected information which would 
give more light on the subject. 
The matter was brought to thé 
first open discussion Monday night 
at the City Hill when city offi- 
cials, members of the City Board 
and representatives of the County 
Board heard Dr. R. L. Johns, di- 
rector of Administration and Fi- 
nance of the State Department of 
Education, outline in detail the 
plan of operation should the school 
be placed under the supervision of 
the County Board. 

Dr. Johns pointed out that the 
present elementary school build- 
ing was one of the worst he had 
any knowledge of, wholly unfit for 
use, and expressed the opinion that 
it could not be repaired or remod- 
eled. It was constructed at a 
time when scientific study had not 
been given to proper lighting and 
arrangement and that its use was 
a detriment to the health of chil- 
dren using the class rooms. He 
also pointed out that the average 
life of a building was thirty years 
and this one had already outlived 
its normal life by ten years, and 
that it should have been abandon- 
ed many years ago, 


ed his personal feelings in the 
matter of improving the school 
systems of the county. He also 
expressed his appreciation for the 
friendly cooperation that hag al- 
ways been manifest by local school 
officials, While not speaking of- 
ficially, he expressed the opinion 
that members of the county board 
would be glad to assist the citi- 
zens of Elba should they wish to 
join the county system, 

Chairman M. A, Owen of the 
city board asked some very timely 
questions regarding local laws 
passed several years ago. Dr, 
Johns assured him these laws had 
been properly repealed by recent 
school codes ar:’ would not inter- 
fere with consolidation, Mr, Owen 
did not think the city board would 
want the responsibility of chang- 
ing the system, suggested that 
citizens of the city be allowed to 
express themselves, and that the 
board would comply with wishes 
of the majority. 

While enjoying a consolidated 
financial administration, if and 
when the schools are placed under 
the county system, it was point- 
ed out that control and supervi- 
sion of the schools would still re- 
main in the hands of local citi- 
zens, through trustees elected by 
the people. The law provides that 
the county board name three 
trustees from a list of six which 
have been voted on by patrons of 
the school, Under the present 
system, members of the board are 
chosen by the city council. 

Trustees of a school would as- 
Sume the duties of selecting a 
school principal and teachers, and 
their selections would be confirm- 
ed by the county board. ‘Trustees 
would have the same supervision 
over the school as is now vested 
in the city board. While there 
would be a slight change in the 
system, the actual administrative 
details would not be affected. 

At the meeting Monday night 
no objection to the contemplated 
change was brought out, although 
Mayor Mullins, who acted as 
chairman, urged that disadvantag- 
es as well as advantages be fully 
and freely discussed. It would be 
too much to expect a change with- 
out some opposition, but as yet 
no opposition has come to the 
surface,
